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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a cleaning solvent composition having an excellent effect as a substitute 
for chlorofluorocarbon and chlorine compound solvents. 

CONSTITUTION: The composition contains n-propyl bromide and/or isopropyl bromide, at least 
one compound selected from nitromethane, nitroethane and nitropropane, and at least one 
compound selected from an alkyl Cellosolve and a dioxane.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] (A) n- bromination — propyl — and/or — iso — bromination — the solvent 
constituent for washing characterized by containing at least one sort of compounds chosen from 
the group which consists of at least one sort of compounds chosen from the group which 
consists of propyl, (B) nitromethane, nitroethane, and nitropropane, (C) alkyl cellosolve, and 
dioxane. 

[Claim 2] The solvent constituent for washing according to claim 1 which has pH in the range of 
6~8.
